Board  of  Trustees  as  an  ex -officio  member  during  her  term  as  Mayor. 

TNe  Committee  on  Administration  presented  two  motions  to  the 

both  -  - .  mg  to  do  with  the  King  Educational  Opportunity 
Program  The  first  motion  funded  the  program  until  June  30,  1974  at  a 
cos:  $”.500  dollars.  The  funding  was  passed  unanimously  without 

dwmaoa. 

The  committee  then  recommended  that  the  board  endorse  the 
continuation  of  the  KEO  program  and  that  the  Administration  give 
recommendations  and  a  report  within  60  days.  That  also  was  voted 
unanimously. 

The  trustees  then  voted  to  accept  and  sign  a  new  contract  with  Olsen. 
This  contract  is  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  I  year,  if  the  merger  takes 
piace  before  the  1  year  is  up,  the  contract  is  void. 

The  Personnel  Committee  reported  that  six  positions  have  been 
committed  to  staff  our  new  1  million  dollar  computer  facility  if  and  when 
we  get  it.  This  action  was  needed  to  help  the  materialization  of  this  alleged 
computer  at  LT1. 

The  only  thing  resembling  cohesive  discussion  came  on  the  issue  of 
sabbatical  leave.  Six  teachers  were  going  on  sabbatical  and  only  two  were 
being  hired  as  replacements. 

Trustee  Dorain  pointed  out  that  this  means  heavier  teaching  loads  for 
the  affected  departments.  In  the  ensuing  debate  it  came  to  light  that  those 
w  ho  would  carry  the  heavier  loads  were  notified  and  had  agreed  to  this 
situation. 

Trustee  Lapon  stated  that  if  we  view  our  faculty  as  professionals  we 
should  assume  that  they  would  he  able  to  adequate!)  cover  for  their 
colleagues.  No  one  disputed  this  point. 

Next  up  was  the  Commuters  Forum  Constitution.  The  trustees  were 
willing  to  enlarge  the  student  bureaucracy  and  pa>>ed  the  Forum 
unanimously.  The  Commuter  Forum  is  now  an  official  LT1  organization. 

Mentioned  along  with  the  Forum  was  the  Judiciary  Board.  That 
constitution  should  go  before  the  hoard  next  month. 

A  host  of  mundane  matters  were  then  poured  through  before  our 
intrepid  trustees  eased  their  ship  of  state  into  port  for  a  short  leave  before 
encountering  the  coral  reefs  of  executive  session.

Computer- 

Now  or  Never 


In  1967,  the  administration  here  at  LT1  concluded 
that  the  school’s  computer  facilities  were  “hopelessly 
inadequate.”  A  study  was  begun  to  research  the 
feasibility  of  obtaining  more  modern  equipment. 
About  1970,  money  was  ^rr'  pnated  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

Over  the  past  courle  *  >ears.  with  the  support  of 
Secretary  of  Education.  Cronin,  the  benchmarking 
process  was  earned  out.  The  specifications  for  the  new 
computer  were  finished  about  the  end  of  1973.  The 
administration  began  ta  king  with  three  major  com¬ 
panies:  Honeywell,  Digital  Elc  pment  Corporation, 
and  Control  Data  Corporation. 

Since  then,  however,  some  question-  have  arisen. 
There  have  been  inquiries  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the 
staff  which  runs  the  computer.  According  to  Provost 
Leon  Beghian,  the  LT1  staff  includes  ten  people 
qualified  to  work  with  the  proposed  computer. 

Another  question  posed  was  the  actual  purpose  of 
the  new  computer.  Was  to  serve  primarily  an 
educational  function  or  was  it  pnmar  ar,  ad¬ 
ministrative  function?  Again,  accer c  nz  to  Dr. 
Beghian.  the  function  will  be  primar  ec  -c+: 

Dr  Beghian  stated  that  on  *)  5  or  t  percent  of  the 
computer's  time  mil!  be  devoeed  to  admisjstmme 
problems.  The  remainder  will  be  available  lor  the 
faculty  and  student  use  in  an  educational  context.  Dr. 
Beshian  aS?  stated  that.  “Eve-  single  svjcfert 
have  access  to  the  cocnputer  That  5  ?  jt  z  t 

The  planned  cor'  pater  is  to  have  sixty  accesses 
throughout  the  .n-titute.  The  Provost  indicated  that 
only  10  percent  of  these  would  he  required  for 
administrative  purposes  and  thus  more  than  50  would 
he  available  for  student  and  faculty  use.  As  justifica¬ 
tion  for  this  number  of  access  units.  Dr  Beghian 
pointed  out  that  Lowell  Tech  has  some  4000  day 
students  and  3000  night  -tudents.  all  *  *  r.  -hould 
be  exposed  to  the  compute’-  f  eld  Th;- number — 7000 
total  —  is  approximately  equal  to  the  number  of 
students  at  the  l  niversity  of  Mass  who  utilize  that 
school’s  computer  facilities  —  facilities  similar  to 
those  planned  for  Lowell  Tech. 


Lt.  Governor

Lieutenant*  Governor  Donald  R.  Dv  g“t  will  be 
awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Sc  e-ice  degree  at 
Lowell  Technological  Institute  on  Thursdav .  April  18 
in  conjunction  with  the  formal  dedication  ceremonies 
of  Everett  \  Olsen  Hall. 

The  state’s  second  highest  ranking  constitutional 
officer  will  be  recognized  for  his  contributions  to  the 
educational  field  at  the  2:00  p.m.  ceremonies  begin¬ 
ning  at  the  Thomas  F.  Costello  Physical  Educati  n 
building. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Dw  ight  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Interim  Planning  Group  on  the  Open  University 
and  is  honorary  chairman  of  the  Citizen’s  Scholarship 
Foundation  of  Massachusetts. 

Mayor  Armand  W.  LeMay  will  extend  greetings 
from  the  city  of  Lowell  at  the  ceremonies,  honoring  the 
current  L.T.I.  President.  Also  in  attendance  will  he 
Walter  J.  Poitrast,  director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Building  Construction,  who  will  present  a 
symbolic  key  of  the  Olsen  Hall  to  presiding  officer, 
Sheldon  N.  Busansky,  chairman  of  the  L.T.I.  board  of 
trustees. 

Both  T.T.I.  and  Lowell  State  faculties  will  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  academic  convocation,  along  with  a 
delegation  from  the  Legislature,  and  representatives 
from  other  colleges  and  professional  societies.  All 
students  and  staff  from  Lowell  Tech  and  Lowell  State 
have  been  invited  to  the  dedication. 


Dr.  Beghian  also  felt  that  a  new  teaching  personnel 
should  have  had  some  computer  background  and  that 
tram  ng  >uld  he  provided  for  the  faculty  members 
current!)  employed  at  LT!  He  felt  that  both  initial 
and  refresher  courses  should  be  established  for  this 
purpose.  On  an  institutional  basis,  plans  should  be 
developed  for  a  spectrum  of  computer  courses  from 
the  freshman  level  through  the  most  advanced  level. 

The  Provost  feels  that  “our  students  have  been 
short-changed”  by  the  absence  of  a  modern  computer 
facility.  He  pointed  out  that  since  “Massachusetts  has 
no  natural  resources  .  .  .  the  economy  of  the  state  in 
the  long  run  is  going  to  be  dependent  upon  the  skills  of 
its  students.”  He  stated  that  the  purchase  of  the 
computer  would  be  a  “small  investment  for  a  rich 
return.” 

Dr.  Beghian  explained  that  the  computer  service  is 
being  set  up  directly  under  the  control  of  his  office. 
Computer  policies  w  ill  he  set  by  a  committee  of  which 
he  >  the  chairman.  In  addition,  a  user's  committee  has 
been  established  to  handle  any  possible  complaints  or 
grievances  dealing  with  the  computer.  Dr.  Beghian 
acknow  ledged  that  there  were  no  students  currently  on 
that  committee  hut  stated  that  there  should  be.  and

“If  we  don't  know  what’s  going  on  by  now.  then  it's 
too  had.”  Thus  spoke  Bernie  Shapiro  with  regards  to 
the  ad-hoc  Governance  Committee  proposal  of  poten¬ 
tial  by-laws  for  a  new  Institute  Council.  Shapiro  was 
responding  to  sentiment  expressed  by  M.  Brendon 
Fleming.  With  respect  to  the  committees  report,  and 
its  various  and  numerous  amendments.  Fleming  said, 
“It’s  going  to  have  to  he  cleaned  up  and  I'd  just  as  soon 
see  it  done  now.”  The  proposal  was  passed  by  the 
Institute  Council  by  a  II  to  5  vote,  however.  The 
outstanding  feature  of  the  new  proposal  is  that  it 
provides  for  equal  governance  among  the  Lowell  Tech 
Community,  a  definite  first  Although  it  almost  didn’t 
make  it.  the  proposal  was  adopted  w  ith  the  prov  ision 
that  it  be  properly  corrected  by  the  ad-hoc  committee 
before  approval  is  sought  by  the  faculty. 

Some  ten  amendments  were  passed  by  the  council, 
nine  of  them  proposed  by  Chairperson  O'Connor  and 
one  by  Prof.  Burke.  An  amendment  concerning 
minorities  and  their  election  to  the  council  by  Harihar 
was  defeated  in  the  session. 

The  Institute  Council  will  conduct  its  regular 
meeting  two  weeks  from  last  Thursday.  The  final 
acceptance  of  equal  governence  rests  in  the  hands  of 
the  faculty  and  trustees.

Announcing  a  new  co.urse  with  a  different  perspective  to  be  offered  in  the 
Fall  1974  by  Professor  Arthur  I.  Miller  of  the  Department  of  Physics  and 
Applied  Physics: 

Elective  Course  in  Physics  (Fall  1974) 

PH  499  Topics  in  the  History  of 
19th  and  20th  Century  Physics  (3-0)3 

Prerequisite:  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Physics 

The  topics  discussed  will  vary  from  year  to  year  and  will  include  the 
development  of  field  theories,  thermodynamics,  quantum  theory,  the 
special  and  general  theories  of  relativity,  and  nuclear  physics.  The  topic 
for  Fall  1974  is  the  historical  development  of  Einstein's  relativity  theory  of 
1905.  Einstein's  seminal  paper  will  be  analyzed  in  detail.  To  set  the  stage 
we  shall  review:  the  electromagnetic  theories  of  Maxwell.  Helmholtz, 
Hertz  and  Lorentz;  attempts  to  detect  the  earth's  motion  relative  to  the 
ether:  the  theories  of  the  electron  of  Abraham  and  Lorentz.  The  interplav 
between  philosophy  and  ph\>ics  be  emphasized.  Primary  sources  w  ill 
be  used,  and  translations  provided  whenever  necessary.

Lowell  Tech  has  a  notorious 
history  of  failure  to  attract  and 
retain  minority  students.  The 
freshman  attrition  rate  has  been 
high.  In  1972,  10  out  of  18  minority 
freshman  dropped  out  and  in  1973, 
the  figures  were  10  out  of  15.  The 
reasons  for  this  attrition  are  com¬ 
mon  to  minority  students  from 
disadvantaged  backgrounds  — 
they  did  not  have  the  academic 
background  and  the  social 
differences  and  pressures  were  too 
great. 

Resulting  mainly  from  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  King  Educational  Op¬ 
portunity  Program,  the  attrition 
rate  has  drastically  changed.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  '73-'74  academic  year,  only 
2  out  ot  18  freshman  left  the 
Institute.  These  are  indeed  com¬ 
mendable  figures.

Last  week,  we  published  a 
description  of  the  KEO  program 
and  its  related  community-wide 
projects.  Basically  the  program 
offers  remedial,  individual  atten¬ 
tion  to  minority  students  who  may 
lack  the  academic  credentials  but 
have  the  motivation.  The  program 
is  flexible,  depending  upon  the 
individual  student's  needs. 

The  difficulty  that  the  KEO  has 
found  in  the  past  is  not  exactly  one 
of  money  but,  rather,  one  of  com¬ 
munications. 

An  associate  program  of  the 
KEO  is  the  ACA  (where  LTI 
students  and  faculty  tutor  and 
counsel  minority  high  school 
students  in  the  Lowell  area).  Last 
July,  the  KEO  director  requested 
and  obtained  $9519  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  support  of 
this  program  during  the  summer. 
The  following  September  an  ad¬ 
ditional  $55,000  were  requested  for 
the  regular  program  resulting  in  a 
$35,000  appropriation  for  this 
academic  year."  According  to  the 
Assistant  Director  of  the  KEO, 
Norman  Murray,  budget  ad¬ 
justments  were  made.  However, 
according  to  a  memorandum 
issued  in  November  by  the  acting 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Extension 
and  General  Studies,  Dr.  Alex¬ 
ander.  the  allocation  was  for  the 
fiscal  year  and  not  the  academic 
year,  leaving  approximately  $25,- 
000  for  the  Sept.  -  May  year. 

During  the  March  Board 
meeting,  a  further  request  was 
made  resulting  in  the  allocation  of 
$12,500.  The  entire  program  and 
budget  was  to  be  reviewed  for  the 
April  Board  meeting. 

Meanwhile,  according  to  Mr. 
Murray,  there  was  a  verbal  direc¬ 
tive  from  the  assistant  to  the 
Provost,  Prof.  Ray  Hardy,  in¬ 
dicating  that  the  $1 2,500  w'asto  last 
till  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Last  week,  the  Board  ap¬ 
propriated  an  additional  $7,500  to 
run  the  program  through  June  30. 

(1  may  add  that  all  the  money 
appropriated  covers  salaries  for 
both  full  and  partime  directors, 
counselors  and,  tutors,  as  well  as 
books,  equipment  and  transporta¬ 
tion.) 

The  two  directors  of  KEO  have 
both  expressed  feelings  of  frustra¬ 
tion  in  regards  to  dealing  with 
members  of  the  administration. 
Besides  a  communication  gap,  they 
cite  a  neglect  of  the  administration 
to  send  their  directives  in  writing  — 
all  resulting  in  confusion. 

This  program  has  proven  its 
success.  Any  obstruction  now 
would  just  reverse  a  long  awaited 
trend  in  Tech’s  enrollment.

This  past 
year  1  have  really  learned  what  responsibility  is.  The  position  of  Vice- 
President  of  the  Student  Senate  is  one  which  must  be  understood  fully 
before  one  takes  the  task  on.

&  World  Baseball 

...  reality  or  fantasy?

The  end  of  the  world  is  near.  The  national  pasttime  has  been  attacked. 
The  only  major  sport  to  be  free  from  new  league  competition  has  been 
assaulted  with  the  news  last  Wednesday  that  the  World  Baseball 
Association  n*s  been  iormco.  Every  oiner  major  league  sport  —  NEE, 

N BA.  NHL  —  has  been  hit  with  expansion  by  money  minded  individuals 
who  see  the  opportunity  to  capitalize  on  an  industry  that  has  seen  success 
ever  since  its  inception.  Only  baseball  was  free  of  becoming  a  purely 
capitalistic  sport,  which  is  what  happened  to  the  others  w hen  new  leagues 
were  born  and  price  wars  for  super-stars  and  has-been>  sky rocketed 
salaries  and  benefits  into  astronomical  figures.  Sure,  baseball  has  its  Carl 
Yastrzemskis  and  its  Dick  Allens  and  its  Henry  Aarons  that  are 
financially  secure  for  ife  due  to  baseball,  but  their  salaries  hit  ceiling 
around  S225.000.  nothing  equivalent  to  Wilt  Chamberlain's  $600,000 
robbery  with  the  San  Diego  Conquistadors  (ABA)  or  Ernie  DiGregorio’s 
purse  of  S460.000  with  the  Buffalo  Braves  (NBA)  or  Nate  Archibald's 
$450,000  pact  with  the  KC-Omaha  Kings  (NBA)  or  Bobby  Hull's  and 
Gordie  Howe's  million  dollar  specials  with  the  Winnepeg  Jets  and  the 
Houston  Aeros  (both  WH  A)  or  the  recent  $3,000,000  plus  signing  of  the 
Miami  Dolphin  trio  of  Czonka.  Warfield,  and  Kiick  with  the  Toronto 
Northmen  of  the  newly  established  World  Football  League. 

Major  competitive  expansion  first  entered  in  1959  with  the  organizing 
of  the  American  Football  League.  Price  wars  for  warm  bodies  ensued  for 
seven  years  between  the  AFL  and  the  NFL  until  1966  when  the  two 
leagues  merged.  During  this  time,  the  average  salary  for  a  professional 
football  player  ballooned  from  a  mediocre  S9.500  to  a  very  re-pectabie 
$26,600.  The  current  average  has  risen  to  S29.900.  not  bad  for  plav  ing  a 
game!  In  1967  with  the  emergence  of  the  colored -balled,  three-pointed 
ABA.  professional  basketball  was  also  a  victim  of  money  battles. causing 
the  average  salary  to  triple  from  S30.000  to  S90.000!  In  1972  hockey  fell 
prey  to  competition  with  the  WHA  and  all  its  million  dollar  deals  for 
stars,  not  to  mention  lifetime  guarantees  w  ith  all  contracts  of  this  nature. 
In  just  two  years,  the  average  salary  in  the  NHL  zoomed  from  $22,500  to  a 
healthy  $52,000.  with  the  WHA  only  $10,000  behind  in  salary. 

But  for  the  first  time  since  1950  when  the  ill-fated  Mexican  League 
challenged  the  majors,  professional  baseball  has  competition.  The  boys  of 
summer  collect  an  average  $42,500  now.  Can  you  forsee  what  the  WBA 
will  do  to  the  salary  structure  of  the  American  and  National  Leagues?  The 
$100,000  ballplayer,  long-reserved  and  honored  as  a  true  superstar,  could 
possibly  become  the  number  two  catcher  behind  Johnny  Bench,  who  will 
be  earning  a  cool  half-million  by  now. 

And  to  see  the  fairy-tale  rules  instituted  by  the  WBA  can  only  make  a 
veteran  hard-core  shudder  as  tjie  degree  of  innovativeness  must  be  judged 
as  wacky  to  say  the  least.  Using  an  orange  ball  for  night  games  was 
somewhat  foreseeable,  as  a  yellow-  ball  was  used  in  a  night  game  between 
the  Dodgers  and  Reds  in  1939.  but  three  balls  constitute  a  walk  and  an 
intentionally-walked  batter  is  waved  to  first  without  a  pitch  being  thrown? 
How  about  five  designated  hitters  and  a  designated  runner?  Here’s  the 
best  one  yet:  two  runs  are  scored  w  hen  a  runner  steals  home  after  the  sixth 
inning!  How  luny  can  this  new  league  be?  They  also  plan  to  field  teams  in 
booming  metropolises  such  as  Jersey  City.  Charlotte.  Albuquerque,  and 
Washington,  D.C..  not  to  mention  the  baseball  soon  to  be  played  in 
Venezuela.  Cuba,  Mexico.  Dominican  Republic.  Guatemala.  Japan. 
Taiwan.  Manila,  and  Honolulu. 

The  WBA,  if  it  ever  gets  of  the  ground,  could  ruin  professional  baseball 
as  the  WHA.  ABA,  and  WFL  have  ruined  professional  hockey, 
basketball,  and  football,  by  turning  a  game,  a  sport,  into  a  multi-million 
dollar  industry  where  you  can  tell  the  players  by  the  number  of  zeros  in  his 
contract. 


The  lacrosse  team  got  off  to  a  disappointing  start, 
losing  to  a  tough  Nichols  Club  by  a  score  of  1 3-8,  and  a 
not-so-tough  Brandeis  team.  13-10.  The  big  problem, 
although  not  the  only  one.  is  clearing  the  ball  out  of  the 
defensive  zone.  If  they  can  sharpen  up  their  clears,  they 
should  win  the  remaining  games,  as  they  have  shown 
good  scoring  in  the  early  season. 

The  Nichols  game  was  closer  than  the  score  implied. 
Tech  came  out  of  the  first  half  tied  6-6.  w  ith  the  lead 
changing  hands  about  four  times.  Tech  showed  good 
poise  throughout  the  first  half  (after  a  jittery  first  five 
minutes),  and  appeared  like  they  were  going  to  pull  off 
a  big  upset.  The  turning  point  was  the  beginning  of  the 
second  half  when  they  appeared  nervous  and  gave  up 
four  quick  goals.  There  was  plenty  of  time  left,  but 
they  couldn’t  get  many  shots  on  net  as  Nichols  was 
tightening  up  and  playing  good  defense.  And  when 
Nichols  got  the  ball,  they  were  content  to  play  stall  and 
run  out  some  time.  Tech  scorers  were  Chuck  Kiezulas 
with  four,  Charlie  Reynolds  (Joe  Jones)  with  two,  and 
Kevin  Giovenitti  and  Bob  Lown  with  one  apiece.  Bud 
Anderson  &  Doug  Rand  had  assists  in  the  game. 
Overall,  it  was  a  good  team  effort  and  with  a  little  luck 


it  could  have  gone  either  way. 

The  Brandeis  game  was  a  hard  one  to  take,  as  it  was 
a  mild  upset.  Tech  didn't  play  a  bad  game,  but  not  the 
type  of  one  they're  capable  of  playing.  Tech  beat  the 
Brandeis  team  to  ground  balls  like  crazy  in  the  first 
half,  but  still  came  out  trailing  8-6.  Tech's  big  problem 
again  was  clearning  the  zone,  but  this  was  com¬ 
pounded  in  the  second  half  by  their  inability  to  use  it  to 
their  advantage  when  they  did  get  it  out.  Although 
they  weren't  as  hungry  for  the  ground  balls  as  in  the 
first  half.  Tech  could  have  pulled  it  off.  Scorers  were 
Chris  Fowler  with  four.  Kevin  Giovenitti  with  two. 
and  Charlie  Reynolds  (Joe  Jones).  Chuck  Kiezulas.
